He preached 
the dsdication rermon from Matthew 13 chapter, 31 
and 82 verse—‘‘The parable of the grain of mastard 
seed,”’ 

SERMON OF REV. PATHER HAMILTON. 

Father Hamilton announced that the subjsct of his 
@ecourse would be the mse and [progress of the 
church Hewot!d show how from a emali and con- 
temptible beginning it had grown and expanded into 
its present magnificent proportions, The term 
“Kingdom of Heaven,"’ which occurs in the text, wae 
used in Holy Writ with a variety of meanings. 1n 
One Connec‘ion it referred to the Charch Triumphant 
im Heaven, ia another to the effzct projuced by the 
presence of tne “Holy Spirit” in a 
mao’s heart, and in another to the 
Onurch militant on earth. He would not, however, 
refer to the Scriptures for prcof of tho div‘nity of 
the Church. He did not require such reference, but 
would show its divinity by an examination into Is 
origin and growth. To this ex«mination he invited 
the carefal attention of all good catholics, for ar the 
Charch migtt well be called the fortress which guard- 
ed their faith, it behooved them to inguire diligently 
into the streng'h of thatfortress, and ite ability to 
realist the attacks of the enemy. 

Nos ciety that has ever had an exitence started 
from an bumble: origin than thechu’ch of Christ. 
The Savicur confided his mission to fishermen, and 
they went abrord to all people carrying the truth. 
The Apostles never for an instant doubt d their di- 
vine miss‘on. They believéd that the saviour was a 
God because he wroggh* miracles which none but a 
God could perfurm Here the Father instanced the 
miracies of the calming of the tempest by a word, 
and the raising of Lazarus from the dead, [he wea- 
pons which the early™ Aposties “ ueed were 
not those which have often tines been 
used since their day. They did 
not be’ieve in conversior of men by the sword 
and the extinction ef ail who did net believe with 
them. With Faith, Hope and Charity they went 
forth to corquer the world, and show t) sinners the 
way of happiness. Them ght of the world asitthen 
existe’ was arrayed *gainst them. Rome exerted all 
her strength to crush them out. But etili taey in- 
creased and spre.d abroad the truths with which 
tney had been xnirusted. Even while compelled to 
seek refuge im the catacombs, the early christian 
women ,would go abroad by steaith and gith- 
er up ard carry to places of safety the 
children who had been abandoned by their pagan pa- 
rents; 80 taat their love for each other was soon no- 
ticed. Charity was one of the rocks upon which their 
faith wasfoundei. The Catholic was tne first church 
to start these asylums for the orphans and the help- 
loss which are now thickly scattered over the land. 
Another thing noticeable about theseearly christians 
was the change which their new faith had wrought in 
their lives. They belleved that the sacrifice of the 
lusts andswins of the flesh was acceptadl. to God, and 
the ansteri ies that they practiced are well known to 
usall. Mary of the doctrines which bad been con- 
fided to them, they did not understand, but this did 
not cause them to doubt eitoer their divinity~or 
theirtruth. They presented the somewhat strange 
epectacie of men eodeavoring ugeat'y to spread 
truth into whose mysteries they themselves Bad not 
been p°rmiited to enter. Passing rapid)y over the 
exyansicn of the Qhurch, Father Hamilion 
came to th; Charh of the present dy, This he 
compared most beautifully to a tempest icsased 
ship. The clouds thickening over head 
ana the Jigutning dancipg amid her spars, but still 
battling with the enemy, until finally she reaches an 
harbor of safety, The c.rcumstances whici sur- 
rounded the Church just now were pecuiiar. The 
Holy Father, the illustrious Pigs the }Xth, wasa 
pris: perin his own dearly loved Rome, because he 
would not eurrerder kis principles to accept the 
maxims of the 19:h century. The tations of 
Enrope, who uttil recently had regarded 
the possession of the faith as their 
brightest ornament were now turning their backs 
upon the mother who had murtared them, and were 
afflicting her wich the bitterest persecution. Ia this 
couutry the troubles of the church arose chiefly from 
the unrighteous lives and acts of men who claimed to 
be Catholics, Theyhad not lived as consistently as they 
ought to bave-done, and in many instances had 
brought confusiou upon their church. It behooved 
Catholics to be watchful and to strive to bring into 
the fuld all of sheir friends aud relatnons who were as 
yet unconverted. 

Father H:umilton then allnded tothe work they had 
just accomplished here of erecting this beautiful edi- 
fice. It would be a blessing to thcusands of Catho!ics 
yet unborn, for here they would receive their first 
impressions of the Faith. He praised ajso their 
generosity in contributing towards this church, and 
also the gencrosity oftheir Protestant friende who 
had so kindly as:isted them. Upon them all he 
iuvoked the blessing of God. 

He spoke brieflf of the honor he felt in preachiug 
the first sermon within these con:ecrated walis, and 
c'osed with a mot beaniiful tribate to the late 
Father O’Reily whose spirit he doubted not 
was present at ‘hat time. He spoke of the last con 

versation.ke bad ever had with him, and that :he 
latter had said that he felt he h.d not lorg to stay 
here end only desired to be permitted to suy one 
mats in this church bef re be dik d. 

The who'e of Father Hamilton’s sermon was very 
beaut ful, and was so very conseivative that had one 
or two thoughts been cut ont, it conld have been 
preached in apy Caristian church 1n the laod withoat 
offence.

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DESCEIPTION OF THE CHURCH. 
The church isin the Gothic style. Itsedimensions 
are as foilows: Length 140 feet; width 7) feet across 
nave and aisles. and 78 feet acrose transepts; the ex- 
terior wails are supported by buttresses surmounted 
by moulded granite caps, at the cornergof the tran- 
sept projection the buttresees terminate iu an octa- 
gonal pinnacie with carved fiiials. Ia the ends of 
Lhe transepte are placed one large triple lighted win- 
dow and a jarge ejgii-loved wheel window, lighted 
by Ornam.nted stained glass, 
At the northwest corner of the Church is sitvated 
the main tower, which is twenty-two feet square, agi 
ffo:ds entrance into the organ loft. The cornes of 
the tower have jarge but resses terminating atthe 
belfry, irom which starts the corner pinnacies. The 
whole height of the tower is 125 feet, 
At the southwest corner is situated the baptistery 
and ladies entrance tanto the organ loft and cboir gal- 
lery. These parts form a small tower 17 feat 6 inches 
square, and &0 feet high. 
The n.ive walls are supported by heavy iron col- 
umns fr.m which springs a series of moulded »rches 
on both sides. The aisle walle are 20 fee: high, from 
which the roof timbers are su, ported, which are con- 
necied over the iron columns into the nave walle. 
The roof over the nave is divided into panels by 
moulded arches springing from clustered columns 
setting up.n heavy carved corbela, The beight from 
the floor tote ridge of the cei'ing is 43 feet; the 
width of the nave is 32 feet. 

The arch cver the sanctuary is thirty feot epan, 
epri: ging from clustered co. umns with carved capi- 
tals. -Upon each side of the sanctuary are chep2is, 
over whica arches of the same proportions are made; 
at the apex of the arches are emblems charac eristic 
of the use of chapels. The inner plan of b oth eanc. 
tuary and chapels form half of a de>agon, the angies 
risirg snd forming part of a dome, intersecting 
with the sauvctuary and chapel arches. 

The Sacristy ison one side of the fanc'usry and 
the Vestry Room on the other, connected by a pas- 
sage way inthe rear of the Sanctuary. 

There are one hundred and sixty-two pews, accom- 
modating near one thousand persons, The main en- 
trance is reaoned by a flight <f twelve granite steps, 
seading into three arched ways, the centre being the 
‘arg«at, which is tapported by a series of columns 
and perpendicular mouldings. Over the top of the 
door is a Gotbic Balustrade. 

Tae building ig o” bricx with granite dressings, 
resting upon ashlar work (stone) and the roof is of 
slate. The building ie heated by het air farnaces. 
The bis2ment rooms Will be “uecd for lecture and 
school rooms. The frons window is fifteen feet wide 
and twenty four feet high.
